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WORCESTER  IN  THE  EIGHTEENTH  CENTURY 

Worcester  in  the  eighteenth  century  was  a  typical  New 
England  town,  consisting  of  a  village,  the  center  of  which 
was  the  present  Lincoln  Square,  and  outlying  farms.  The 
population  of  the  whole  town  at  the  close  of  the  century  was 
about  two  thousand  and  the  population  of  the  village  proper 
probably  not  more  than  one  thousand.  The  houses  of  the 
village  were  scattered  along  one  street  or  road,  Lincoln  Street 
and  Main  Street,  and  extended  from  half  way  up  Lincoln 
Street  hill  on  the  north  to  Franklin  Square  on  the  south. 
The  road  was  shaded  by  great  elm  trees  and  people  now  liv- 
ing can  remember  when  most  of  Main  Street  was  arched  by 
magnificent  elms.  The  use  of  electricity  and  the  stringing  of 
wires  for  the  telegraph,  and  later  for  the  telephone,  trolley, 
and  electric  light  sounded  the  doom  of  these  trees.  Only  two 
buildings  forming  part  of  the  eighteenth  century  village 
remain — the  old  Paine  homestead  on  Lincoln  Street,  now 
occupied  by  the  D.  A.  R.,  and  the  Salisbury  Mansion  at 
Lincoln  Square. 

At  either  end  of  the  Main  Street  of  the  village  were  two 
so-called  hills.  One,  known  as  Court  Hill,  still  remains.  The 
other,  at  the  extreme  southerly  end  of  the  village,  known  as 
Nobility  Hill,  disappeared  many  years  ago.  Like  Court 
Hill,  it  was  on  the  west  side  of  Main  Street,  beginning 
opposite  the  City  Hall  and  extending  southerly  nearly  to 
Austin  Street.  In  later  days  Chatham  Street  came  down  to 
Nobility  Hill,  the  way  State  Street  comes  down  to  Court 
Hill.  The  Common  then  contained  the  Old  South  Church, 
standing  where  the  present  City  Hall  stands,  and  the 
easterly  end  of  the  Common  was  occupied  by  a  cemetery 
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and  a  schoolhouse.  At  Lincoln  Square  the  main  road  passed 
over  Mill  Brook  and  immediately  north  of  the  bridge  was  a 
ford  where  horses  and  cattle  could  be  driven  to  water. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century,  Dr.  Timothy 
D wight.  President  of  Yale  College,  made  a  journey  through 
New  England  and  described  many  of  its  towns.  He  thus 
describes  Worcester: 

"The  Town  is  principally  built  on  a  single  street,  extend- 
ing from  east  to  west  about  a  mile  and  a  half  on  the  road.  It 
is  situated  in  a  valley;  and  contains,  as  I  judge,  about  one 
hundred  and  twenty  houses;  generally  well  built;  surrounded 
by  neat  fences,  outhouses  and  gardens;  frequently  hand- 
some; and  very  rarely  small,  old  or  unrepaired. 

"Few  towns  in  New  England  exhibit  so  uniform  appear- 
ance of  neatness  and  taste;  or  contain  so  great  a  proportion 
of  good  buildings  and  so  small  a  proportion  of  those  which 
are  indifferent  as  Worcester. 

"There  is  probably  more  wealth  in  it  also  than  in  any  other 
which  does  not  exceed  it  in  dimensions  and  number  of 
inhabitants." 

Dr.  Dwight  speaks  particularly  of  the  Gardner  Chandler 
mansion,  a  fine  three-story  structure  which  stood  on  the 
site  of  Taylor's  building  opposite  the  City  Hall.  This  was 
afterwards  the  residence  of  Judge  Barton.  In  the  present 
exhibition  are  two  chairs  which  for  many  years  were  a  part 
of  the  furnishings  of  this  distinguished  house.

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THE  EXHIBITION 

The  exhibition  aims  to  re-create,  as  far  as  is  possible 
in  a  museum  gallery,  something  of  the  environment  of 
prosperous  families  of  Worcester  and  New  England  in  the 
eighteenth  century.  Though  the  material  is  chiefly  of  that 
period  and  chiefly  American,  boundaries  of  time  and  place 
have  not  been  strictly  drawn.  A  Dutch  chair,  the  earliest 
piece  in  the  exhibition,  is  included  because  according  to 
family  records  of  many  generations  it  came  over  in  the  "first 
ship" — the  Mayflower.  There  are  also  a  number  of  Ameri- 
can pieces  which  are  in  the  style  of  the  seventeenth  century. 
In  all  probability  they  were  made  in  the  opening  years  of 
the  eighteenth,  as  styles  here  at  that  time  were  some  ten  or 
fifteen  years  behind  those  of  England.  In  a  similar  way,  the 
neo-classic  types  of  a  hundred  years  later  were  preserved 
longer  here  than  abroad.  Many  pieces  are  included  which 
are  in  the  style  of  about  1790  but  were  probably  made 
after  1800. 

Though  fine  silver  was  produced  in  America  during  the 
period,  the  glass,  china  and  silver-plating  industries  were 
little  developed.  English  ceramics,  Sheffield  plate,  French 
wall  papers,  and  other  accessories  were  extensively  used  here 
and,  for  that  reason,  are  included  in  the  exhibition. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  assemble  a  collection  of  loan 
material  which  is  representative  of  the  arts  of  the  eighteenth 
century  owned  in  Worcester.  Many  fine  pieces  have, 
doubtless,  escaped  our  attention.  The  best  examples  of 
locally  owned  early  American  art  should  be  on  record  at  the 
Museum  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  collection  will  help  in 
completing  these  records.    To  the  list  should  be  added,  not 
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only  objects  which  are  now  on  view,  but  others  which  may- 
be available  for  future  exhibitions.
